WASHINGTON. — Orders to tak 


Washington March 10 to Major General 
Frederick Funston on the Mexican 
border. 

This action was taken after Presi- 
dent Wilson, as commander-in-chief of 
the army, had approved a plan of troop 
movements prepared at a four-hour 
conference of the army general staff. 
General Funston will have command 
of the invading forces. 

At General Funston’s request, tele- 


graphed to Washington, details of his 
orders were suppressed so that he md&\& 
move secretly and swiftly. 

President Wilson, in an official state- 
ment, described the movement to cap- 
ture Villa as a “friendly” act to aid 
General Carranza. Secretary Lansing 
said the invasion of Mexican soil had 
been ordered without requesting Car- 
ranza’s co-operation and without in- 
quiring whether Carranza objected. If 
Carranza offers to co-operate, Lansing 
said, the United States will accept his 
co-operation. 

While the present movement, the 
first aggressive action in Mexico since 
the occupation of Vera Cruz, is de- 
scribed as a punitive expedition for 
the sole purpose of capturing Villa 
and his band, President Wilson re- 
alizes that this action may lead to a 
war with Mexico. 

Secretary of War Baker laid before 
the President a detailed statement of 
the available military strength. He 
advised President Wilson that the war 
college division of the general staff 
had prepared a plan of campaign, not 
only for the expedition against Villa, 
but for real intervention in Mexico. 
President Wilson authorized the fol- 
lowing statement by Secretary ‘Tu- 
multy: 

“Should an emergency arise that 
would make necessary further action 
by the President he will go to Con- 
gress and lay the entire situation be- 
fore it.” 


U.S. 1S JUSTIFIED IN 
THE PURSUIT OF VILLA 


Ex-President Taft Glad a Large 
Fo. e Is Sent to Mexico 


Boston.—Former President Taft, 
speaking on the Monroe doctrine at 
a dinner of the Unitarian club March 
10, said he was glad a sufficient force 
of United States troops was veing 
sent after Villa. 

“The Carranza government’s polic- 
ing being inadequate, we are entirely 
justified in pursuing Villa,’ he said, 
adding: ‘‘The sooner his fangs are 
drawn the better.” 

The possibility of a general inter- 
vention was deplored by the speaker, 
“because that would be;a _ serious 
matter and involve consequences the 
scope,of which we cannot measure.” 
“But that there is ground for 
thinking it probable, none can deny,” 
he continued. 

Professor Taft said he entirely ac- 
quitted the Administration of any 
desire to involve the United States 
in war with Mexico. 

“T still hold to the opinion,” he 
asserted, ‘‘that if we had not used 
powerful means to aid one of the con- 
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intervention need not be nearly so 
great. European nations may, not 
without reason, therefore, charge 
upon us some respoasibility for pres- 
ent conditions.”

CHICAGO. — “If Carranza grants 
United States troops permission to in- 
vade Mexico in pursuit of Villa, he 
will be assassinated within forty-eight 
hours thereafter.” 

This is the statement of Jorge 
Cassus, son of the late Joaquin 
Cassus, former Mexican ambassador 
to- the United States under the ad- 
ministration of Porfirio Diaz, who is 
now visiting in Chicago. 

“The Mexican people will never 
countenance an invasion of their 
country by a foreign foe,” Cassus 
continued.

San Francisco Owned Steamer 
Edna, Flying American Flag, 
Under U.S. Registry, Grabbed 


SAN FRANCISCO.—The San Fran- 
cisco-owned steamer Edna, formerly 
the Mazatlan, flying the American flag 
and under American register, has been 
seized by a British warship and taken 
captive by a prize crew to the Falk- 
land Islands. 

Word to this effect was received 
March 10 in a cablegram to Sudden 
« Christenson, owners of the Edna, 
from Oscar 


Captain Johnson, her 


master. The cablegram came from 
Port Stanley. 

The Falkland Islands are one of the 
British naval bases in the South At- 
lantic. 

The past connection of Captain 
Fred Jebsen with the Edna when the 


steamer was known as the Mazatlan |-

Johnson with additional mystery in 
the reason behind the seizure. The 
dashing Captain Jebsen, who was re- 
ported to have gone to his death in 
the sinking of one of the U-subma- 
rine sea-raiders of the German navy, 
had at one time employed the Mazat- 
lan to carry coal and provisions to a 
fleet of the Kaiser’s. 

The war log of the Mazatlan as an 
outlaw ship was one of the romances 
ff the war, and the British govern- 
ment has paid particular attention to 
the facts corinetted with its register. 

The seizure is taken as evidence 
that the British government has not 
relented in its announced policy of 
preventing the operation under the 
American flag of ships once owned 
by Germans.

Christenson declare that, as the re 
named Edna, she is a craft sailing 
under the American flag and entitled 
to every protection under her Ameri- 
can register. 

The Edna after being seized by 
the British cruiser was taken to Port 
Stanley, in the Falkland Islands, 
where the British fleet of dread- 
naughts awaited the coming of the 
Leipzig, Nurnberg, Scharnhorst and 
other German fighting craft four 
months after the war started. 

The cablegram from Captain John- 
son, telling of the seizure of the Edna, 
did not contain many particulars. It 
stated briefly that the Edna left the 
Chilean port of Mejillones on January 
27, bound for Martinique with a cargo 
of nitrates. She was under charter to 
W. R. Grace & Co. 

The Edna was held up by the Brit- 
ish cruiser and made a captive the 
same day that she left Mejillones, 
and there is apparently every reason 
for believing that the British Admir- 
alty was on the outlook for her. The 
steamer was sent under prize crew 
through Magellan to the Falkland 
Islands, and her whereabouts was a 
mystery to her anxious owners until 
the cablegram was received from 
Captain Johnson.

ND FOR GRIPPLED 


Artificial Limbs Brought to State 
of Perfection. 


{ngenious Construction of Arm En- 
ables Wearer to Perform Almost 
All the Tasks Possible to.the 
Normal Man. 


To those unfortunates who have 
been deprived of their hands and arms 
through accident or otherwise, it would 
appear that aid in the form of artificial 
limbs is about to be realized. At least, 
the artificial limbs invented by _an 
American who, some twelve years ago, 
lost his arra while operating a milling 
machine in a Pittsburgh shop and de- 
vised the improved artificial limb dur- 
ing his convalescence—emulate the 
natural ones to such a striking degree 
that the handicap heretofore suffered 
by cripples is materially reduced. 

An artifical arm was recently exhib- 
ited at the International Surgical con- 
gress held in New York, and the dex- 
terity with which its wearer was able 
to perform different tasks was little 
short of a revelation. The artificial 
limb permits of the performance of 
all ordinary tasks, including the drink- 
ing of a glass of gater, buttoning of 
shoes, tipping one’s hat and, as an ex- 
treme example of its practicality, the 
carrying a satchel weighing about 30 
pounds. 

In the artificial arm, fiber willow is} 
used for the wooden portion, while! 
steel gears take the place of joints and 
rawhide cords act as muscles. Each| 
rawhide cord ends on a pair of sus-| 
penders fastened across the back and 
the chest, which furnishes the meena 
sary tefision. Thus the shrugging of 
the shoulder is made to control the 
arm and hand and the 240 parts of 
which they are composed. The raw- 
hide muscles move the steel joints, 
and the unison that obtains makes the 
action of the arm almost natural. The 
elbow is bent with a simple forward 
movement of the stump which, by 
means of the cord attached from the 
forearm to the shoulder suspender, 
raises the hand as high as the wearer 


hat or brush his hair, if so desired. 
A downward movement of the shoul- 
der causes*a slight tension on another 
rawhide cord controlling the fingers, 
which results in bending the hand 
backward from the wrist joint and the 
opening of the fingers. Another shrug 
of the shoulder closes the fingers and 
locks them so that they tightly grip 
the object that is being handled, from 
a toothpick to a valise. Repeating the 
downward movement of the shoulder 
causes the fingers to be unlocked. Te 
wrist is provided with a hinge joint 
and a button and can be locked secure- 
ly in three positions. If desired, the 
button can be pushed back and the 
wrist flexed automatically by means 
of the cord which opens and closes 
the fingers. All the work is done by 
the shoulders. Raising the elbow 
moves the wrist one-third of a turn. 
The accompanying line drawings de- 
pict the more important features of 


the artificial limbs. At A and B are 
shown the back and front views, re- 
spectively, of the shoulder harness or 
straps and how they are worn. The 
straps are so arranged that by slight- 
ly varying shrugs of the shoulders the 
rawhide cords actuate the arm and 
hand in the desired manner. At C ap- 
pears a sectional view of the arm, in 
which the three cords appearing at the 
left are, in the order shown, the finger 
control cord, the wrist cord and the el- 
bow cord. The pivot appearing at the 
center is the elbow pivot. The two 
cords at the extreme right are the fin- 
ger-operating cords. An enlarged view 
of the lever mechanism of the arm ap- 
pears at D. At E is shown the bevel 
gear mechanism which serves to turn 
the wrist, while at F appears the hand 
mempber.—Scientific American.
